The Count d'Artois, the Duc d'Orleans, 
and several Marshals, had arrived at Esvons.

The Emperor smiled at 
these ridiculous preparations. He could have 
no doubt of the disposition of the Lyonnoîs, 
still less of the disposition of the soldiers.

The Count dà’ Artois 
moûrted his carriage and quïtted Lyons, es- 
corted by a single Gen d'ArmeseAt nine 
clock 2E night the Epiperor traversed the 
Guillotiere almost aloue, but surrouuded by 
an immeose population. 

The following day, the 11th, he reviewed 
the whole diviston of Lyoùs, and the brave 
General Brayer, at their head, pnt them in 
march to advarfce upon the capital.—=The 
gentinteuts which the inhabitants of this great 
city and the peasants of the viciuity, during 
the space of two hours, evinced towards tlie 
Emperor, so touched him, that it was impos- 
sible for him to express his feeling otherwise 
than by saying, “* Pcople of Lyous, f love 
yen.” This was the second time that the 
acclamatians af (his city had been the presage 
of new destinies ‘reserved for France. 

On the 13th, at three in the afternoon, the 
Emperoc arrived at Vitlefrauche, a littte towa 
of 4000 souls, which included at that moment 
Maere than 60,000. He stopped at the Hotel 
de Ville. A grcat number of wounded sol. 
diers were presented to bim. He entered 
Macon al seven o’ciock in the evening, ale 
ways surrounded by the people of tre neigi. 
bouring disiricts. Me expresscû his astouishe 
ment to the natives of Macon at the slight ef 
forts they made in the last war to defend 
themselves against the enemy, and sepport 
the honour of Burgundy. Sire, why did 
you appoint a bad Mayort’ 

At Tournies the Emperor had only praises 
to hestow upon the inhabitants, for their ex. 
cellent behaviour ard patriotism, which einder 
the same circumstances have distingwished 
Tournies, Chalous, and St. Jeanede-becve. 
At Chatons, which during: 40 days resîsted 
the ferce of the enemy, and defendeil the 
passage of the Scano, the Empecor took 
notice of all the instances of valours and not 
being able to visist St. Jean-de- eve, he seut 
the decoration of the Legion of Konour to 
the worthy Mayor of tioat city. On that oc.

Khe Emperor received at Chalous the de. 
prtarion of the town of Dijna, who came to 
drive from amorg them the Prefect and 
Bae wicked Magor, who, during the last

babitsuts. The Emperor removed this. Mae 
Jor, and appointed anether, ‘confiding the 
Coumand of the division to the brave General 
Devanx. ü 

On the 15th the Fmperar slept at Antun, 
and from Autun he went to Avallou, and slept 
there on the night of the 16th. He found 
Upon this road the sane sentiments as among 
the nronntains of Dauphiny. [te re-establish. 
ed in their office all the fenctionarics who 
had been deprived for having uuited to defend 
Stage country aginst (oreigners, The inha- 
bit unts of Chittey had been peeuliariy the 
okjeet of persccution by an Upstart sub.pre. 
feet at Semur, for having taken up arms 
agrinst the enemies of aur ‘country. The 
ka:p.ror gave orders toa brigadier of Gen- 
darmerie tO arrest the sib-prefect, and to 
conduct bim to the prison of Avallon. 

On the 27th, the Emperor breakfasted at 
Vermanton, and went tu Äaxerre, where {he 
Prefect remsiaed Faithful to his post. The 
noble 14th had tranpied under foot the 
white cockade, ‘The Broperor Fkewise heard 
that the &t regiment of Jancers had likewise 
mounted the tri-coloured gockade, and was 
gone to Montereau to protect that poiut 
against a detachrient of the body guard who 
wished to pass it. The youug men of this 
bedy guard, unaccustomed to the effects of 
dinvers, took flight ia the first appcarance of 
Urs corps, which made two prisoners, At 
Auxerre, Count Bertrand, Maior. General, 
gare orders to coliect all the boats to embârk 
the army, which was already fear divisiong 
Strong, amd to convey them ihe same uight tw 
Fostaiid, so that they would be able to 
arrive at one o’clock in the worning at Fon.

He immediately’ set off thither, and at nine 
o’civck at night he entered the Phuilleries, at 
the momeut when he was least expected.
